George E. Sokolsky who travels the 


country over and writes some moderate 
and apparent!}' very fair comments upon 
various communities and their experienc- 
es during the last several years covered 
our own Racine and its troubles and cites 
it as an example to the world of the 
ashes that are to be found in class strug- 
gles. 


And ashes aren't very good to eat. 
Racine was glutted with strikes. Ra- 


cine was glutted with Socialists. And So- 
cialists make strikes. Or if they do not 
make them they do make such unreason- 
able and intemperate demands that the 
strikes cannot be settled. 


Mr. Sokolsky says that the citizens of 


Racine are tired of trouble, tired of strikes, 
tired of class hatred and "want to be let 
alone by the barons from outside their 
city who issue orders to them." 


You see the struggle is not union or 


anti-union for Racine is about 100 per cent 
unionized. The point is whether the un- 
ion shall be used to tear down the struc- 
ture of government or to knit it up when 
it becomes unraveled. 


And the conclusion depends upon a 


good many factors, the most important of 
which involves "the rank and file" and 
how determined the membership is to look 
through the glass men—and who really 


•' are as transparent as glass—and see that 


they often attempt to instigate or lengthen 
labor disputes for reasons that will not 
appeal to the membership as reasonable. 


The people of the Fox River valley 


. have good reason to look-upon their rec- 


ord in this regard with satisfaction. And 
it Is a record that might well be broadcast 
to the country. 


How long will industrial leaders con- 


tinue dumbly in failing to appraise the 
disposition, intelligence and general fair- 
MSS of the population of communities like 
ours as a very important factor in the 
matter of location of plants? 


Nor can this situation be entirely ex- 


plained by looking at the people involved 
alone. 


Industrialists must remember that con- 


gestion in the human body is almost in- 
variably a danger sign. And so is human 
congestion in certain areas. 


Congestion means infection. 
And in- 


fection means inflammation. And inflam- 
mation means pain and wretchedness. 


When a mealy-mouthed misleadcr goes 


into a congested area and starts pouring 
poisons into people's ears he often gets 
results. 
• 


When he goes into a non-congested 


area his credentials are examined with 
infinite care, the people involved want 
to know where he is from, who backs him, 
what is his purpose, what proof he has 
. to sustain his wild statements and what he 
is trying to accomplish. 


We would make a great mistake to for- 


get that many of these bleary-eyed, hocus- 
pocus artists have come into the Fox river 
valley, and gone through it without being 
able to find a toe-hold. 


THE HOUSE SITS W AGAIN 


The House is starting on another stam- 


pede. 


The cause is the defiant spirit engen- 


dered in men who see in the Presidcnt'i 
attack upon tax evaders an attempt to 
draw public attention away from the fail- 
ure of his own cure-alls. 


Spoke out Wisconsin's 
Congressman 


Boilcau: 


"When J. P. Morgan declared in an 


interview Tax evasion is a legal and 
not a moral problem' I cannot help 
but support his statement as sensi- 
ble although I never found myself 
supporting Mr. Morgan before." 
Then up spoke the Democratic O'Con- 


nor from the President's home state: 


"This attempt to delegate congres- 


sional powers to the treasury depart- 
ment for an Inquiry is proposed as a 
publicity blackjack and nothing else. 
It is a stunt, a red herring, designed 
to divert public attention from the sad 
state of the nation's finances." 
Then up spoke Democratic Congress- 


man Dies: 


"I am unable to distinguish between 


bureaucracy and Fascism. I fear the 
increasing domination of a bureaucra- 
cy over congress and I hope congress 
will resume its duty of legislating for 
the United States." 
Neither is Mr. Pcgler the only one who 


notes that the Administration 
is 
soft 


voiced toward tax evaders who support 
it. 
Hardhcadcd Congressman Knudscn 


from equally hard-headed Minnesota also 
spoke defiantly: 
• 


"I have no confidence in the sin- 


cerity of this investigation. You were 
going after the Huey Long machine 
in Louisiana for tax evasion but Jim 
Farley went down there and got into 
bed with them and that was the last 
we heard from the treasury depart- 
ment about tax evasion in Louisiana." 
There is a great amount of purpose- 


ful dust in this whole controversy. 


The President demanded that congress 


which has the right of inquiry turn that 
right over to the Treasury Department. 
Congressmen might see in that maneu- 
ver further evidence of executive disdain 
for the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment but the purpose is much deeper 
than a flouting of the constitutional au- 
thority of congress. 


For if congress appoints its own com- 


mittee for this investigation its rules com- 
pel the placing of a few members of the 
minority party on that committee. 
Thus 


there is at least a chance that the com- 
mittee will not degenerate into a mere 
political weagon to scourge persons who 
are disliked for personal or political rea- 
sons by this administration. 


But if the President had his way and 


congress authorized 
the Treasury De-, 


partment to go ahead with the investi- 
gation then the investigator is a mere 
partisan whose aim is to convict regard- 
less of the truth, to make a record regard- 
less of the facts, and to sustain the advice 
already given the President regardless of 
what it should have been. 


By all means investigate wrongdoers 


if investigation promises to lead us to any 
worthwhile conclusions. 


But if there are some Republicans on 


the committee the investigation may turn 
to conduct of this Administration 
and 


its friends and political playmates, and 
will be more genuine instead of entirely 
partisan, somewhat clean instead of thick 
with mud.

A few 
days ago. the men employed in the mill voted 
on the subject of going back to work. 


MAYBE YOU DIDN'T HEAR ABOUT IT 


BUT THE MEN VOTED 850 TO 20 TO RETURN 
TO THEIR JOBS. 


For several months, you have been braggin,, 


about your "mandate" from the people. 'You 
claim that your "mandate" gives you the righl 
to alter anything from changing the forty-eight 
states into seven flood control and electrical 
output districts (under commissioners of YOUR 
choosing) to probably repealing the law oi 
gravity, if that law becomes annoying. 


Of course, your "mandate" was just one in a 


series of landslides which have been occurring 
ever since Woodrow Wilson was nearing the 
end of his ill-fated term in office, but you were 
never one to interpret facts except from an an- 
gle favorable to yourself. 


Your "mandate" was a little better than 3 to 2 


over the field, which Is a pretty line popular 
majority although not a new one to this na- 
tion. Over in Monroe, Michigan, however, the 
"mandate" was 42.5 to 1 against your C.I.O.—a 
pretty conclusive argument to the effect that 
the men really do want to go back to work. 


Yet your C.I.O. has decided that the men are

C.I.O.," either, because there was a time when 
you could have prevented the rise of the C.I.O. 
and the split in labor. It might have meant the 
end of Bill Green as president of the American 
Federation of Labor, but that would be unim- 
portant in the long run so far as the labor 
movement is concerned. But you let the split 
grow wider, watched communists take over im- 
portant roles in the C.I.O., and sat silent while 
the injustices went on.

In years to come it is probable 


that the Japanese dogwood (Cornus 
Kousa) and its Chinese 
variety 


Cchinensis), will be planted more 
widely than the native species, at 
least in the northern states. They 
have the advantage of flowering a 
month later than the Cornus flori- 
dia and of making a leaf growth 
which protects the buds before the 
latter becomes very fully developed.

agent. 


The dandelion is a perennial and

To cut this root off 
three inches beneath the earth's sur- 
face docs but little damace and 
within a few days new shoots will 
appear.

Education for farming in Wiscpn- 


sm has made rapid progress since 
the passage of the Smith-Hughes 
act by congress in 1937, a survey bv 
the state department of vocational 
agriculture here reveals. Under the 
Smith-Hughes act local schools are 
receiving one half the salary of an 
agricultural instructor 
for 
voca- 


tional agriculture courses. 


New courses have been started in 


schools in 14 state cities during the 
past year, and 
today farming 's 


taught in Kaukauna. Shiocton. Chil- 
ton, Clintonville. Marion. Manawa. 
New London. Waupaca. Weyauwe- 
ga. Omro, Oshkosh, Winneconnc, 
and many other cities. 


Vital Part of Plan 


These 
agricultural 
vocational 


training courses are one of 
the 


most important parts of the state's 
educational system today and arc 
so managed'that the graduate is 
equipped for college entrance or 
for a career on the farm where he 
may use the fruits of the scien- 
tific laboratory 
and the experi- 


mental farms. 


As explained by Louis M. Sas- 


man. state supervisor in the de- 
partment of vocational education, 
under whose direction the courses 
are conducted and projects are un- 
dertaken, the young farmers study 
agriculture for four years, taking 
the regular high school courses at 
the same time. 


"Farmers have always believed 


that the best place to learn to farm 
is on the farm." explained Mr. Sas- 
man. That belief is well founded, 
he adds, and "the courses in voca-' 
tional agriculture are planned on 
that basis and are built upon the 
foundation of practice m farming." 


Many Projects 


Although every farm boy is not 


able to own a pure bred grain plot, 
a small flock of poultry, a bred 
gilt, a couple 
of lambs or some 


other livestock to help him estab- 
lish himself in farming or to pay 
the expenses of his education. SaJ- 
man points out that every farm 
boy can carry on such projects as 
keeping dairy herd records, intro- 
ducing purebred grains, developing 
a program of swine sanitation, soil 
conservation 
or 
-imilar projects 


which will give the boy training 
in farming, and will also help to 
improve the farming business with- 
out involving a large expense on 
Uie part of the student. 


According to Sasman. the agri- 


cultural course in the high schools 
consists usually in the 
study of 


farm crops the first year: animal 
husbandry the second year: farm 
mechanics the third year, and farm 
economics the fourth year. 


"Supervised practice is of course 


carried on in connection with all of 
these courses and farms of the com- 
munities provide the laboratories 
for class and individual instruction. 
The boys go out to farms to do such j 
things as select seed corn, identify' 
weeds and wood seeds, cull poul- 
try, test soil, prune and spray or- 
chards, judge livestock and study 
farm buildings. 
Cooperation with

tion and the state college of agri- 
culture is encouraged in this phase 
of the program."
